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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1-5 are objected to because of the following informalities: the phrase 
"characterized in that" is neither inclusive nor exclusive in scope. Examiner suggests 
the use of "comprising," which is an inclusive term, or "consisting of," which is an 
exclusive term. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 1-4, and 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent No. 6,217,531 B1 to Reitmajer. Reitmajer discloses an adjustable electrode 
assembly and related method. The electrode assembly includes an inner electrode and 
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an outer electrode for generating Shockwaves. An inner conductor having a threaded 
forward end engages the inner electrode. To quickly change electrodes, the inner 
electrode may be unscrewed from the inner conductor. The electrode assembly may be 
a lithotripter electrode assembly (please see Reitmajer, full disclosure and claims). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Reitmajer 
in view of U.S. Patent Application Publication No. US 2002/0032380 A1 by Acker et al. 
Reitmajer does not disclose the use of a bayonet catch as a means to connect the 
electrode tip to its holder. Acker et al. disclose medical probes with field transducers. 
Included in the disclosure are physical designs of mating elements. Acker et al. state 
that "Numerous other combinations of features are known in the art of disposable 
medical instrument design for locking mating parts together. Features such as snaps, 
latches, bayonet locks, screw threads and the like can be employed" (page 6, 
paragraph [0050]). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time of the invention to use a bayonet catch with the invention of Reitmajer, as 
Reitmajer's invention relates to disposable medical instrument design and bayonet 
catches are well known in the art.
